Cancel claims 5 and 6, as they are redundant because the Ziegler-Natta and 
modified Ziegler-Natta catalyst would not be in activated form. 
Cancel claims 45-73. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 7-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art of record fails to fairly teach or suggest applicant's method of producing 
a bimetallic catalyst, particularly applicant's modified Ziegler-Natta catalyst having the 
group 13 metal to transition metal ratio. In applicant's specification, each of the 
examples demonstrated are variations on conventional Ziegler-Natta catalyst (samples 
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1-6) and modified Ziegler-Natta catalyst (samples 7-14). A comparative table is given 
on page 42 which shows unexpected results wherein the modified Ziegler-Natta 
catalysts B and C, corresponding to samples 1-14, have much greater yields of product 
using less charged catalyst than that of the unmodified Ziegler-Natta catalyst A, 
corresponding to samples 1-6. 

Prior art of record use a group 13 metal compound solely as an activator, the 
modifier in the instant claims is not in an amount high enough to activate the Ziegler- 
Natta catalyst, therefore the Ehrman, et al. reference would be comparable to samples 
1-6 in the specification. As such, the Ehrman, et al. reference does not anticipate the 
instant claims nor the method of producing a bimetallic catalyst.
